Trees for Profit. 

We publish today an article on 
afforestation in the Free State. The 
writer, Mr. R. G, H. Russell, is an expert 
in the timber trade, and presents the pro- 
blem in what, to most people, is an un- 
familiar light. Every lover of our country’s 
beauty mourns the devastation which has 
been wrought during the lifetime of the 
present generation. There are few among 
us but can recall hillsides clothed in many- 
tinted boughs, when. we were young, that 
now are wastes of bracken. The problem 
of restoring trees, however, must be 
approached as an economic rather than as 
an gsthetic problem if, in this age of 
penny-wise democracy, the thing is to be 
done, Mr. Russell reminds the unpracti- 
cal sentimentalist that trees must be felled 
as well as planted. Foresters plant their 
crops in other lands with as shrewd a cal- 
culation as farmers. ‘Their forests follow 
a rotation of anything from twenty to a 
hundred years. Plots are planted annually 
of equal area with plots hewn, so that a 
regular crop matures for the axe every 
year. So thrifty is the forester’s trade 
that “catch crops”’ are grown of quickly 
maturing timber planted in mixed plots 
with trees of slower growth. Markets for 
timber raised in Ireland may be found in 
the Welsh and English mines, and in saw- 
mills at home. At present only a fraction 
of Ireland’s home consumption of timber 
is grown in Ireland. We never may hope 
to grow the great volumes of wood which 
are consumed in the form of paper, but 
for general domestic, building and box- 
making purposes, the larger part, if not 
the whole, of our needs, might be supplied 
at home. There are few farmers who could 
not plant trees with sure hope of gain. 
Those living near to the great transport 
lines—and the coming of the motor lorry 
has multiplied their number—could count 
on a sale for matured trees, amply repaying 
them for the initial cost and the trifling 
care during the period of growth. Those 
living in remote places would find profit 
in growing for their own needs the timber 
which, by reason of their situation, cannot 
be obtained cheaply or easily from else- 
where. Every farmer has room somewhere 
for a cr pp of pine trees which, 
bought as seedlings at ten shillings a 
hundred, and planted at the birth of aa 
daughter, would provide a little dowry by 
the time of her marriage. The general re- 
vival of arboriculture, if fostered by wise 
leadership of the nation, will render it 
more and more profitable; for the larger 
the volume of timber available in any 
district, the cheaper will transport costs 
become, and the more numerous will be 
the sawmills.

—as Mr. Russell shows—will bear profit 
in a mere moment of the nation’s life, 


Australia’s Need. 


The total population of the Common- 
wealth of Australia last September, 
according to official statistics now issued, 
was 6,076,432—an increase of 118,512 
persons for the year. An Australian 
correspondent of The Observer reports 
that of the year’s increase only . 40,524 
represented immigrants. In the year end- 
ing September, 1925, immigration was 
larger to the extent of 3,225 persons, 
and in 1911 the influx actually amounted 
to 69,500, or nearly .doguble the number 
achieved by the elaborate efforts of the 
present day. Six State Governments, 
the Commonwealth Government and the 
British Government together are striving 
to induce fit persons to emigrate from 
over-populated Britain to the great land 
of opportunity beneath the Southern 
Cross, and results are deplorably meagre. 
Since 1921 the Australian population has 
received an access of 640,698 persons, but 
of this only 30 per cent. is due to immigra- 
tion, A happy aspect of the matter, 
however, is seen in the fact that an ever- 
increasing proportion of nominated immi- 
grants is arriving. More than two-thirds 
of the persons who settled in Australia last 
year were nominated by persons already 
residing in the Commonwealth, who 
have undertaken to be responsible for 
their employment and welfare. The 
total of 51,285 assisted imimigrants last 
year is a higher figure than in any year 
since 1915. It seems, therefore, that 
while old sources of migration—the 
migrants who went from these lands, 
driven by distress or.in buoyant quest of 
fortune—are ceasing to flow, new sources 
are opening and growing. It is, in fact, 
far too early to talk of failure in the 
State endeavours to promote immigra- 
tion; rather are those efforts tending to 
stimulate a new movement of population 
along lines already planted in the 
Commonwealth. Australia is drawing to 
her spacious territories and wealthy cities 
nga and friends of her present popula- 
ion.

Foreign Affairs. 


The Government has been more success- 
ful in the carrying out of its foreign policy 
than appears at first view, and evidence 
of public appreciation was shown by the 
warmth of the cheers amid which Sir 
Austen Chamberlain left London for 
Geneva yesterday. The problems con- 
nected with China, Russia, Nicaragua and 
Mexico, as well as the work of developing 
the Locarno spirit in European affairs, 
have thrown a heavy responsibility upon 
the Foreign Minister ; but in no instance 
has the policy laid down by Sir Austen 
Chamberlain failed. to meet with the 
approval of the majority of the people in 
this country. 


The Marconi Company. 


The reorganisation of the Marconi Wire. 
less Telegraph Company will mean the 
resignation of Senatore Marconi as Chair 
man, and, in accordance with expectations, 
he will become President. The Senatore 
said yesterday that he stated to the Boar‘ 
some time ago that he wished to retire 
from the chairmanship in order that he 
might be free to devote himself wholly to 
the technical side. This does not mean 
that he has consented to any scheme put 
forward by the sub-committee or that he 
would be ready to serve under any con- 
stitution which might be proposed. 


Badget Hopes. 


Rumour yesterday was busy with 4 
story that the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
was introducing his Budget rather earlier 
than usual, because he has an Easter egz 
which will be generally welcomed. This 
will take the form of a small reduction in 
the income tax. The story sounds too good 
to be true, although it goes without saying 
that it would be a good move on the part 
of the Chancellor and would do much to 
promote a trade revival. It is possible 
that Mr. Churchill may be able to manage 
something like threepence in the pound 
if he has secured sufficient economies in 
the Government departments, as well as 
a firm promise .of debt repayments from 
our foreign debtors. A reduction of two 
shillings a bottle on whiskey also is sug- 
gested. This sounds more plausible.

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INDUSTRY, 
(BY R. 0. H. RUSSELL.) 


The section in the new Free State Land 
Bill which deals with the cutting of trees 
seems to have revived interest in the 
Forestry Bill now long overdue. The whole 
position of the nation’s timber iy ie 
which will have to be dealt with is 
exceedingly difficult one; for it will sá 
should) deal not only with reafforestation, 
but also with the ‘husbanding of existing 
supplies, so that the saw-milling industry 
may not be wiped out before new wood- 
lands mature, 

The operation of such a bill, if it is to 
be properly effective—and any half- 
measure will surely provide the Saorstat 
of the future with all the disadvantages 
of an inadequately wooded country—will 
cost a very large sum of money. £130,000 
per annum for the first twenty-five years 
would be no more than is due. After that 
period there would be a small, but in- 
creasing, revenue from the woodlands 
until the Forestry Department became 
self-supporting. 

Though the Forestry Bill is long over- 
due, it is not on account of indifference 
on the part of Ministers or of the diffi- 
culties to be faced; for there is none 
which cannot be overcome by a _ well- 
thought-out and bold policy. The Govern- 
ment is fully alive to the very pressing 
need of forestry reorganisation and of the 
preservation of the great trades dependent 
upon home-grown timber. It should be 
borne in mind that, since ‘the Free State 
came into being, the Government have 
been obliged to tackle problems of even 
greater importance than forestry, and, 
however strongly one may feel upon one’s 
own particular scheme, the security of 
the nation had to come first, and rightly 
so. With all these other measures out of 
the way, it should become possible in. the 
near future to grapple seriously with the 
subject of this article. 


SOME NEEDS STATED. 

One cannot, of course, anticipate the 
provisions of the Forestry Bill, but it 
might be of interest to review some. of 
our needs.. What is the position to-day ?, 
A very great deal of reafforestation work 
has been accomplished by the very able 
Forestry Branch with the funds avail- 


able, some £37,000 per annum; and, no 


doubt, these efforts will bear fruit (or more 
literally ‘‘ bear cones’’) in time. to come 
as far as beautifying the landscape is 
concerned. It is important to rementber, 
however, that no country could afford to 
spend vast sums on forestry solely for the 
purpose of beautifying the landscape. 

The principal object in growing timber 
is for ultimate use in industry, so that 
it may find employment and produce 
wealth from the soil. It.is only during 
the years it takes to reach maturity that 
it should be regarded as an amenity to 
the countryside. 
ment to one side. and adopt the slogan, 
‘Encourage the cutting, but insist on 
the planting.”’ 

Very considerable areas of soft-woods 
have been planted in inaccessible places, 
and, if to-day’s prices are maintained for 
pitwood when some of these areas are 
matured, they will be almost valueless 


from a commercial. point of view, as the 


cost of. transport to the world’s markets 
would be much greater than its delivered 
value. 

SOUTH WALES. 

In South Wales hundreds of thousands 
of tons of pitwood, principally small fir 
and lJarch, are used every week, the price 
of which, at the moment, is 30s. to 3ls. 
per ton delivered at South Wales ports. 
The price varies, of course, but is more 
often lower than higher than those quoted. 
Still here is a great market almost at our 
doors for a crop we can grow really well. 
Small Irish fir and larch are preferred 
to the foreign pitwood simply because they 
are better, and for this reason they some- 
times command a few shillings per ton 
more in price. For those interested the

AN UNPALATABLE FACT. 

Before we leave the question of soft 
woods—fir, spruce, larch, etc.—one un- 
palatable fact must be faced. The con-

‘sumption of pitwood for coal mines, as in 


the case‘ of coal itself, is decreasing ; and 
it-is by no means certain that, when our 
new woods: are matured, there will still 
be a market for pitwood, or coal, on any- 
thing like ‘the present scale, but in all 
probability anything we can produce will 
bé readily absorbed. 

There is, however, an alternative market 
for soft woods in our saw-milling industry,

DAIL. AND: LIQUOR, 
APPEAL BY ARCHBISHOP 
OF DUBLIN, 

Important references to the liquor 


legislation .now. before the. Free - State. 


Parliament. were made yesterday by the 
Archbishop of Dublin. 

Preaching at St. Andrew’s Parish 
Church, Dublin, Dr. Gregg reminded the 
members of the congregation that their 
offerings were asked on behalf of the 
Church of Ireland Temperance Society. 

“The main work of the Society,” he 
continued, ‘‘is to endeavour to awake 
and spread enthusiasm among the young 
people of our Church on the subject of 
self-control generally, and, in particular, 
ir. connection with alcoholic drink. I 
believe that the public standard in this 
matter is higher than it was; and the 
Society, both by its purely moral teaching 
and by its educational efforts, has done, 
and has joined with other kindred 
societies in doing, really valuable work 
towards this raising of the public stan- 
dard. But there is still much to be done, 
both by individuals and by sactatiog—bey 
societies, because, where the interests con- 
cerned in the sale of alcoholic liquor are 
highly organised and powerful, counter- 
organisation is indispensable. 

“The country, has been witnessing dur- 
ing these last few days one of the most 
humiliating spectacles in its national 
Parliament that a young State, possessed 
of freedom to legislate for itself, and 
seeking to establish the community in 
moral freedom, could provide. A Govern- 
ment, represented by an enthusiastic 
Minister, seeks to introduce legislation 
for the protection of the public, and the 
majority of the representatives of the 
people present—urged on by what motives 
it is hard to imagine—combine to thwart 
his efforts, with lamentable success. 


APPEAL TO VOTERS. 

“‘T trust that all voters who have the 
| welfare of this country at heart will be 
stung with the humiliation which has 
been inflicted upon the community by the 
elected representatives of the people, and 
that those who have it in their hands to 
deal with the bill, before it either be- 
comes law or is dropped in despair, will 
regard it as their duty. to the community 
to restore to “it many of the provisions 
of which it has been robbed in its passage 
through the Dail. 

“Well; it is in matters such as the 
organisation of public opinion and in the 


endeavour to influence legislation that | 


such a society as the Church of Ireland 
Temperance Society can show its useful- 
ness. But there is work, also, which no 
societies can do, and which can be done 
only by individuals ; and that work is the 
work of self-control for themselves and of 
encouraging self-control in others. Social 
habits are responsible for a vast amount 
of drinking at unnecessary times, and a 
great many people drink because the com- 
pany they are in makes it difficult for 
them to refuse. There is one point in 
which what goes by the name of good- 
fellowship does much cruel wrong to in- 
dividuals. There are many to whom total 
abstinence 4s the one way of safety ; there 
are many others who are quite safe them- 
selves, but who help others to drink who 
ought, for their soul’s and body’s sake, 
to leave drink alone altogether. For my 
part, I cannot understand how people can 
afford, in these days, to drink alcoholic 
beveruges; but quite apart from that, I 
would urge men to consider, if not their 
own safety, at: any rate the safety of 
their friends. 

“I see no reason,” Dr. Gregg con- 
cluded, ‘‘ why we should be afraid of 
being called fanatics on this subject. We 
have seen something very like fanaticism 
on the side of those concerned: to prevent 
the restriction of drinking facilities dur- 
ing the last few days. A little more zeal 
on the other side—on the side, that is, 
of personal and public well-being—and it 
would be the better for the individuals 
and the homes of our land.”’ 


BESIEGED MADMAN. 


SHOOTS AT POLICE AND 
COMMITS SUICIDE. 


There was a remarkable scene in Kentish 
Town, North-West London, on last Satur- 
day night, when a baker, who had been 
suffering from malaria and influenza, 
locked himself in his house and threatened 
to shoot-anyone who approached. When 
the police broke open the door he dis- 
charged three shots from a revolver, and 
finally turned the weapon upon himself, 
with fatal results. | 

The man, Joseph Hayward, aged 45, who 
kept a shop in Wellesley road, had ‘been 
certified for removal to an asylum, and 
when the officials appeared to take him 
away he called ont: “If. you do not go 
away, I shall fire. I am going to give you 
a chance.”’ 

The summoning of police assistance and 
the arrival of three fire engines caused a 
large crowd to collect. It was known that 
Hayward was sitting on a chair facing his 
bedroom door with a loaded revolver, and 
the police had to go warily, earlier 
attempts to drive him out with fire hose 
having been unsuccessful: - More police} 
arrivéd, and an inspector kicked i in a door. 


Threé shots rang out, one bullet lodging’ 


in the lining of a sleeve of the inspector's 
coat. A few seconds later a fourth. shot 
was heard, and a bullet splintered the 
glass of the bedroom window, causing tlie 
crowds to scatter rapidly. 


Finally breaking into his room, ‘though 


uncertain how much more ammunition ‘he 
had, the police found, the, baker lying 
beside the bed, bleeding from a wound in 
the head. Still in his grasp was a five- 
chambered revolver, of which four cart- 
ridges had been discharged. | 
Hayward. was disarmed, and, his head 


‘having been bound up,. he was placed on 


an ambulance, but TS en the way ‘to 


hospital. 
Hayward had served in the Marines 


during the war.

NIGHT ATTACK. 


KNOCK-OUT. STAGE 
NOT REACHED.

From A Press Association Spectra, 
CoRRESPONDENT. 
H.M.S. REPULSE, via GIBRALTAR, 
March 4. 

What might have been the most terrible 
sea battle in Mediterranean history 
finished at 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
but only the most careful sifting of re- 
ports and the intricate calculations of 
naval authorities ashore can eventually de- 
cide the issue as between the Blue Fleet, 
under Admiral Sir Roger Keyes, and the 
Red Fleet, under. Admiral Sir Henry 
Oliver. 


I had a splendid view of the operations h 
from the roof of the Repulse’s skyscraping 


superstructure, the high angle look-out— 
a lofty tower, the size of an ordinary bath- 
room, 130 feet above the sea, with the con- 
trolling equipment for certain guns, imme- 
diately below. _Pigmy sailors, with khaki, 
haversacks for gas masks, could be seen 
at the action stations, but the great 
majority of the 1,100 men on board were 
invisible as they operated this huge cteel 
fortress, displacing 40,000 tons, and 
thrusting her way through the sea at a 
speed sometimes of thirty miles an hour. 

It is difficult to get a war atmosphere 
early in the morning. As the Red Fleet 
steamed north-eastward in glorious sun- 
shine, with only a feathery mist between 
the vivid blue sea and sky, the Repulse 
followed close behind the Hood, our flag- 
ship. Protected by pairs of stout-hearted 
destroyers,. while a vanguard of ' four 
cruisers was extended on the horizon four 
miles ahead and eight miles astern, a 
plume of grey smoke, lying across the 
sky; betrayed the position of our battle- 
ships. 

THE BUGLE CALL. 


Suddenly a bugle call ended for ever our 
peaceful passage. A speck which emerged 


‘In the dazzling gleam of the sun near the 


southern horizon became a hostile aircraft, 
which, crooning High over our line, in- 
vestigated the aircraft carrier Furious, 
ploughing a few miles on our port side, 
and resembling a Noah’s ark. Then, like 
disturbed bees, three “Red” aeroplanes 


angrily took the air as the intruder flew 
back out of sight. 


Twinkling signals of light from the star- 
board wing cruiser ahead were followed by 


_the appearance of wisps of grey, meaning 


that distant light craft were cramming on 
steam to close at full speed on the star- 
board side. Then for a time the 
personnel of the Repulse were transformed 
into dog-headed demons, as they donned 
masks, the signal of a gas attack. 

The enemy at length loomed up with 
disconcerting suddenness in the mist, as a 
few smudges on the sky line, the ominous 
glow of their searchlight being a signal of 
the fact that they had opened fire. 

After that the actual engagement lasted 
about three hours. It consisted of a maze 
of tactical evolutions over a vast area of 
sea, swarming with darting light craft, be- 
tween the dim silhouettes of the capital 
ships. The range gradually closed. The 
enemy, distinguishable as a faint pencil- 
ling on a blue background,- launched a 
spirited torpedo attack by a squadron of 
cruisers. “Red ” light craft made a 
counter-attack, resulting in a real ‘‘ dog 
fight.” 

THE IDEA. 


The general idea of the manceuvres that 
began yesterday morning was that the 
“Red” (Atlantic) Fleet, at Alhucemas 
Bay, was separated from its base in the 
Eastern Mediterranean when war was de- 
clared, with the “ Blue ” (Mediterranean) 
Fleet concentrated at Mostaghanem. The 
plan was that the “Red ” forces should 


| steer, in cruising formation, in the direc- 


tion of the base, while the “ Blue ” Fleet 
would simultaneously move from Mostag- 
hanem. 

The forces were very equal in strength, 
the “ Red ” Fleet consisting of five battle- 
ships, two battle cruisers, one aircraft 
carrier, ten cruisers, and a number of de- 
-stroyers, while the “ Blue” force com- 
prised six battleships, one battle cruiser, 
one aircraft carrier, ten cruisers, and two 
destroyer flotillas. 


NIGHT DUEL. 

The forces were re-shuffled for the night 
operations that began at 5 o’clock in the 
evening, the “ Blue ” force consisting of 
the Hood, Repulse and Furious, with five 
cruisers, three destroyer flotillas, and three 
submarines, opposing a vastly superior 
“Red ” force, consisting of the remainder 
of the combined fleets; approaching the 
Straits of Gibraltar from the East. The 
idea was that the ‘“‘ Blue’’ Fleet would 
fight a night delaying-action.

CAPE TOWN, March 65. 

Five hundred people are reported to 
have lost their lives in a cyclone at Tama- 
tave, Madagascar, according to a despatch 
frome Port Louis, Mauritius. 

The cyclone struck the East coast of the 
island yesterday, and completely devas- 
tated Tamatave. The steamers Catinat 
and the Ville de Marseilles collided, and 
were driven ashore in the harbour there. 
Steamers in the vicinity of Madagascar re- 
port extremely heavy weather.—(Reuter.)

NICARAGUA. 
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PEACE PARLEY FAILS. 


NEW YORK, Saturday. 

The Liberal Peace Delegation from 
Nicaragua, which arrived at the isolated 
town of Muymuy on Thursday night, re- 
turned to the capital to-day, their first 
effort to stop hostilities having been un- 
successful. 

The delegates were accompanied by’ two 
American marine officers, and were pro- 
tected by the Stars and Stripes. All 
efforts, however, to persuade General 
Mongada, the military leader of the 
Liberals, to accept peace failed. 

The general explained that he was 
unable to make any promises of peace, 
being under the orders of Dr. Sacasa, the 
Liberal President, through whom any ar- 
rangements must be made direct. At 
the same time, however, the tenor of the

It is also reported from reliable sources 
that certain of the Great Powers, as well as 
representatives of several American States. 
envisage a private discussion of the Nicaraguan 
situation. This delicate subject will be dealt 
with outside the League, as the United States 
is not a member of the Geneva 
organisation, and the Monroe Doctrine 
svecifically forbids intrusion by European 
Powers into affairs of the western hemisphere. 

Yesterday afternoon M. Briand received 
Herr Von Hoesch, Reich Ambassador in 
Paris, who acquainted him with the general 
lines of a memo, which Herr Stresemann 
is expected to submit at Geneva relative to 
the withdrawal of the allied military garri- 
sons from Coblence, Mayence, Wiesbaden, 
and the rest of the occupied zone of the 
Rhineland. 

The resignation of Mr. Stevens, the Cana- 
dian Chairman of the Saar Basin administra- 
tion requires that that subject be discussed, 
and it is believed that there will be pour- 
parlers between M. Briand and Herr Strese- 
mann at Geneva to link up the Saar with 
the Rhineland. The Versailles Treaty pro- 
vides for a plebiscite in the Saar Basin in 
1935, but all information points to an over- 
whelming vote of the population there to re- 
main German. The Berlin Government has 
already made secret offers to France to ‘waive 
the plebiscite right, and hand back the Basin 
for a consideration, rumoured to be twenty- 
five million marks. 

POLAND’S ANXIETY. 

In view of the strained relations existing 
between Moscow and London, and the recent 
threat of Sir Austen Chamberlain in the Note 
to the “Reds” to break off diplomatic 
relations, the Polish Government is worried 
over its security in case of a conflict between 
Britain and the Bolsheviks. The appre- 
hension is increased, because of the view in 
Warsaw that Germany might become in- 
volved in such an altercation. M. 7alesky, 
Polish Minister of Foreign Affairs, will ne at 
Geneva to discuss the question of safeguards 
for Poland. 

SIR A. CHAMBERLAIN’S ARRIVAL. 

GENEVA, Sunday. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, accompanied by 
Lady Se heey Sir Cecil Hurst, and his 
Foreign Zice Staff, arrived here this morn- 
ing. M. ‘riand, the French foreizn 
Minister, srrived by the same train. Herr 
Stresemann also arrived, together with the 
other members of the Council, with the 
exception of Chao Hsin-Chu, 
member, who is expected to-night.

PROPOSAL TO WRITE 
OFF £1,625,000. 
SIR G. GARNSEY’S 
PROPOSALS. 


IRISH SHARIE- 
HOLDERS’ ACTION, 


The report of the directors of the Mar- 
coni Wireless Telegraph Company for the 
year ending. December 31, 1925, was issued 
last Saturday. It is a voluminous 
document, accompanied by a balance sheet, 
but without a profit and loss account. 

The results of the special investigation 
into the affairs of the company are dis- 
closed in the report. Full effect has been 
given to the recommendations of Sir 
Gilbert Garnsey and Messrs. Cooper 
Brothers and Co. (the company’s 
auditors). 

They reveal that it will be necessary to 
reduce the nominal capital by £1,625,000. 
This it is proposed to effect by writing 
down each ordinary share from £1 to 10s., 
leaving the preference capital intact. 

The advantages offered are that all 
accumulated losses will thereby he elimi- 


nated and that the ordinary capital as. 


reduced will be brought at once in sight 
of dividends. The accounts to which the 
capital reduction will apply are those for 


1925, so that if the scheme is approved 


by shareholders part of the net earnings 
of last year will be available for distri- 
bution. ' 

Provision is made for the strengthening 
of the Board by the addition of five new 


directors in place of a like number who ' 


have offered to resign. Senatore Marconi, 
it is suggested, shall become president, 
and thus be left free to concentrate upon 
the technical side of the business, leaving 
the duties of chairman to be carried out 
by another director. 


HISTORY OF LOSSES. 


The directors explain the reasons which 
led them in July last to call for the in- 
vestigation. For this purpose it is neces- 
sary to refer to the accounts for the years 
1923 and 1924, when the directors trans- 
ferred from the general reserve account 
sums of £2,335,608 and £677,985 re- 
spectively to write off or write down 
sundry assets. On the information then 
before the directors this provision was 
thought to be adequate. 


In May of last year the company’s - 


officials submitted draft accounts for 1925. 
These accounts disclosed the fact that, 
although a trading profit had been earned 
in the year, a further heavy writing down 
of the assets was necessary. The Board 
thereupon decided that the situation could 
only be satisfactorily met by a compre- 
hensive report based on a _ detailed 
examination not only of the main com- 
pany, but of each of its subsidiary and 
associated concerns, and: that Sir Gilbert 
Garnsey and the company’s auditors 
should be asked to prepare such a report. 
They felt that it was essential to ensure 
that whatever further writing down of the 
assets might be necessary, it should be 
sufficient to guarantee, as far as possible, 
that. this operation would not again be 
required and that the future trading 
profits of the company should not be 
reduced by reason thereof. 


PROFITS EARNED. 


' Owing to the altered basis of preparing 
the accounts a profit and loss account is 
not submitted this year, but the directors 
are satisfied that the profits for 1925 are 
in excess of £150,000, and for 1926 will 
considerably exceed that figure 

In framing their proposals as a result 
of the report, the Board had hoped to 
have the assistance of an Advisory Coim- 
mittee, consisting of Lord Ashfield, Lord 
Buckland, Sir Hugo Hirst and Mr. F. A. 
Szarvasy. These gentlemen had accepted 
the Board’s invitation to assist the com- 
pany, subject to the condition that any 
proposals they might make should be 
recommended to the shareholders by the 
Board and by the Irish and English 
Shareholders’ Committees. This condition 
was accepted. by the Board, by the Irish 
Committee, and by the Sub-Committee of 
the English Shareholders’ Committee. 
Unfortunately, the main English Com- 
mittee refused to accept the recommenda- 
tions of its Sub-Committee, and the 
Advisory Committee, therefore, declined 
to act. 

The Investigating Accountants’ report 
showed that, after taking into account the 
trading profit, less the preference dividend 
for 1925, additional provisions should be 
made to the extent of £2,766,168. The

MOUNT ro JUMPING. 

I knew him onee as a good jumper, but 
yesterday he met his fences as if he had 
‘never seen one before. He went up in the 
air over the first as if he thought it was 
Valentine's superifiposed on Becher’s. At 
the next two he was a little at sea, and at 
the water, which is the first obstacle on the 
far side after the turn, he pecked so badly 
on landing that he shot Jack Anthony out 
of the saddle, although he did not come 
down himself. Anthony held on to the 
reins, made a very adroit recovery and went 
off after them. The next obstacle was a 
plain fence, and Mount Etna got over that 
without doing it much damage. Then came 
the open ditch, and getting under this he 
landed on the top, projected Anthony LO 
the other side, and slipped back into -e 
ditch. Anthony made no second attempt, 
and returned to the paddock none the wee, 
except for a slight strain of a leg muscle. 

Anthony has his choice of Mr. Sanford’s 
candidates, and one wonders which he will 
elect to ride. Bright’s Boy, who was ridden 
bv Cecil Rhodes, jumped better than Mount 
Etna, and got round, but he seemed to have 
no action at all, and he finished a bad third 

behind Beggar’s End, who won eight lengths 
from Lovely Bird. "The latter was running 
Bright’s Boy at level weights, but if they 
were in a handicap I do not know how much 
he would be receiving from Bright’s Boy. 

It is charitable in these circumstances to 
advance some excuse for such failures, and, 
perhaps, it was the heavy going which ac- 
counted for the wretched display 
of Mount Etna and also of Bright's 
Boy. The Lingfield fences are easy, 
and on this showing Mount Etna’s 
chance in the National is negligidle. Perhaps 
it was want of practice which caused him to 
jump so badly, for he had not seen a race- 
course since he fell at Liverpool last March, 
and has had only a few schools recently over 
the fences on the links, this being the only 
jumping practice he has had since last year. 
BEGGAR'S END WINS AGAIN. 

As well as the National candidates, there 
were only three other runners in this race, 
and the Belgian horse, Meda Bridge, fell 
early. Lovely Bird was then indulged with 
the lead, but F. B. Rees brought Beggar's 
End to join him at the last, and, showing a 
terrific burst of sp on. the flat, Lord 
Queenborough’s horse won in a canter... This 
made his sixth successive victory, which is 
a great compliment to his trainer, Guibert 
Bennett. Bennett had another winner later 
in the day in Spear of War, who beat 
Crevecoeur in the Penshurst Hurdle by a 
length. This was his third successive 
victory, one of them being a steeplechas3 on 
this course at the last meeting.

IN WHOSE CONTROL WILL 
THE TOTE BE PLACED? 


Under the above heading the following 
article appears in the current issue of our 
sporting contemporary, the /rish Field :—~ 

“The totalisator will be only acceptable to 
the public if its control is vested in the Turf 
Club for the benefit of racing and breeding. 
We had thought that that had been made 
clear beyond the region of doubt; but strange 
whisperings have reached us from Merrion 
street, Can it be true that the Government 
contemplates controlling the totalisator and 
taking all of the eight per cent. tax deducted 
from dividends? A clear and frank state- 
ment from the Minister for Finance would be 
desirable to set at rest the questionings which 
are agitating the racing world these past few 
days. The public do not desire control of 
the totalisator by the Government. Govern- 
ment control of racing has not proven satis- 


factory in any country in which it has beeg) La 


tried, and our racing is not in that pros- 
perous state which would permit af its 
coming through without hurt if experiment 
were made at its expense. ‘The impression 
which the public gained when first the 
totalisator was mentioned as being suitable 
for our racecourses was that it would be 
managed by the Turf Club, and that the 
profits from it, after paying the betting 
tax to the Gover: ment, would be devoted 
t» reduction in the cost of racing to the 
public and owners, and to an increase in the 
amount of stake-money. Also, it was believed 
that, in due time, a not inconsiderable sum 
of money would become available to subsidise 
breeding. We would ask what steps have 
the Stewards of the Turf Club taken to make 
certain that the totalisator would be under 
their control, and their control only? We are 
open to correction on the point, but was it 
not tacitly agreed not long since between tho 
Turf Club and the Government that an 

ment would be drawn up giving the Turf 
Club a lease of working the totalisator for 
a certain number of years? 

The Jrish Field has supported the case 
for the introduction of the totalisator on the 
distinct understanding that it was operated 
neither by the Government nor by a prize 
company, no matter how influential that

It was only after twenty minutes extra 
time that Instonians succeeded in defeating 
North of Ireland in the final of the Ulster 
Senior Cup at Ravenhyl by a goal and a 
try (8 points) to a try (3 points).

siower. In these days, when “soccer” is so much 
speeded up. the enthusiasm. the dash, and the 
eagerness of the young, well-trained player is 
certain. in nine cases out of ten. to get there in 
the sirugzie with the “ seasoned’ one. There are 
exceptional cases. in which individual yeterans «are 
more than holding their own in the present-day 
strenuous soccer games across the water: but a 
team composed in the main of such veterans could 
not gecomplish much in the fast football game that 
is played nowadays.
